SouthAfricanAmbassador 
Thandiwe Profit-McLean 


Thandiwe Profit-McLean is currentiy midway through her four-year term 
as South African Ambassador to Portugai. 

Before taking up her post, Ambassador Profit-McLean was Deputy 
Director-Generai, Arts, Cuiture and Language in Society in the 
Department of Arts and Cuiture. She was aiso the Nationai Coordinator 
of the 10 Years of Freedom Ceiebrations Presidentiai Project. This 
week, she speaks to The Portugal News on issues such as crime, 
affirmative action, Robert Mugabe and iife after Neison Mandeia. 


Confronted with the thorny 
issue ofZimbabwe’s presenee at 
the EU-Africa summit later this 
year whieh will be hosted by 
Portugal, Ambassador Profit- 
McLean explains: “The initial 
intention of staging an EU-Africa 
summit is to get people talking. 
We have not had a summit for 
seven years and the feeling was 
mutual that it was due. 

Clearly the question of partici- 
pation has become an issue, but 
if the African Union is to be in- 
vited then the AU as a whole 
should be represented. South 
Africa cannot prescribe who 
should or should not be presenf ’. 

She says that there is a lot of 
goodwill amongst most of the 53 
African states represented by the 
AU, and the 27 nations that com- 
prise the EU, and it would be a 
pity if the summit were to be can- 
celled, as there are so many other 
issues the two continents need to 
talk about, not just Zimbabwe. 

But she stresses that the South 
African government has never 
ceased to express its interest in 
the observation of human rights, 
and does not support the viola- 
tion of mle of law anywhere in the 
world. 


“But if we look back at South 
African history, when we were 
in the thrust of apartheid, there 
was nobody who invaded the 
country. South Africans had to 
sit down and sort out South Af- 
rica’s problems. 

“The people of Zimbabwe 
have to ultimately sort out the 
problems of Zimbabwe. There 
has been ongoing discussion be- 
tween Harare, the Zimbabwe 
opposition, SADC and South 
African President Thabo Mbeki 
where dialogue has been encour- 
aged, and UN proposals for 
peace have been supported.” 
She further reasons that while 
many nations are looking to South 
Africa to solve the problems of 
Zimbabwe, “Nobody is saying 
out loud what they think.” 
Ambassador Profit-McLean 
reasons that as her country and 
Zimbabwe “are neighbours, we 
bear the brunt of what is going on 
in there.” 

But asks: “Where do you be- 
gin and where do you end when it 
comes to interfering in the affairs 
of a foreign state? 

There is no country that feels 
as passionately about human 
rights as we do.”

As far as crime is concerned, 
and a moratorium issued by the 
government to better control the 
release of statistics referring to 
the country ’ s high murder rates, 
she reasons that people have of- 
ten abused these figures for po- 
litical gain, and says the impact 
of apartheid on the post-apart- 
heid South African society is of- 
ten ignored. 

“Many people are in denial as 
to the relationship between 
apartheid and crime”, she says. 

“Statistics are important for 
purposes of comparison, be it 
crime, AIDS, housing or educa- 
tion. 

“But people are not just crimi- 
nals because they were bom that 
way. Let’s wait and get the sta- 
tistics right, people use statistics 
for political gain, almost irre- 
sponsibly”, argues the Ambassa- 
dor. 

She continues that the coun- 
try’s tourist figures are soaring. 

“We are hosting the World 
Cup, it is in our interest to host a 
safe World Cup. Crime is a pain 
for South Africa, we have sons 
and daughters who are victims”, 
she states, “Criminals do not 
only target white people, or Por- 
tuguese people. They don’t see 
colour.” 

Continuing on the theme of 
crime and the apparent greater 
awareness of crime in South Af- 
rica to the extent that it has be- 
come an international talking 
point, Mrs Profit-McLean says 
that “Because we were physi- 
cally separated, whites were se- 
cured by the police, the army and 
high walls, while black life was 
inferior to that of white life . Peo- 
ple were bmtalised and had no 
education.” 


She says that through the 
elimination of poverty crime will 
be reduced. 

“If I am living well, have food 
on the table, a home, water and 
electricity, I will not be jumping 
over your wall.” 

The Ambassador is a staunch 
supporter of black Economic 
Empowerment (BEE) and says it 
has provided substantial busi- 
ness experience. The develop- 
ment of Africa and the harness- 
ing of the relevant international 
and African resources, is a key 
driving force for Ambassador 
Profit-McLean who is also very 
passionate about issues of gen- 
der and women’ s empowerment. 


“White capital has benefited 
from BEE. Ifyou have a popula- 
tion of 45 million and only five 
million are involved, the country 
will not realise its potential. Free- 
dom did not only liberate black 
South Africans, but also white 
South Africans. 

“People choose to see affirma- 
tive action in a negative light. 
Now that people are no longer 
judged on the basis of colour, how 
do we change this? Many com- 
petent people were not involved. 
Affirmative action is not a nega- 
tive thing at all”, she explained. 

As far as the 2010 World Cup 
is concerned, the Ambassador 
emphatically states “The World 
Cup is going ahead. We are on 
track.” 

Using the successful staging of 
tournaments such as the Rugby 
World Cup, Cricket World Cup, 
the Twenty 20 World Cup, and 
the African Nations Football 
Cup, she pledges that the coun- 
try will not only host a success- 
ful World Cup, but a safe one too, 
and will be counting on a huge 
police presence throughout the 
event. 

She also argues that South Af- 
rica is committed to hosting a 
successful tournament, as the 
country is indebted to the rest of 
Africa, andagoodWorld Cup will 
not only reflect favourably on the 
country, but on the whole conti- 
nent. 

Regarding name changes, she 
explains that “Transformation is 
always difficult. But people have 
to remember how much has been 
given.” 

She continues: “We had to find 
space for people like Nelson 
Mandela and Oliver Tambo in a 


predominantly white South Af- 
rica. Many countries have streets 
and places named after Nelson 
Mandela. Reconciliation is a 
two-way street. Name changing 
is about give and take. Nonethe- 
less, we talk about Tshwane but 
we still say Pretoria, we talk 
about Guateng, but we still say 
Johannesburg.” 

Stressing her point that “South 
Africa belongs to all”, she adds: 
“The fact that we did not have a 
bloodbath in South Africa speaks 
for the quality of people we have 
in the country. There is a lot of 
goodwill.” 

To conclude. Ambassador 
Profit-McLean expressed little 
concern over South Africa’s fu- 
ture when Nelson Mandela dies, 
actually showing more unease 
over the looming succession bat- 
tle for leadership once President 
Thabo Mbeki steps down. 

So what will happen in South 
Africa when Mr Mandela dies? 

“There is no anxiety around 
this. We will find South African 
solutions to whatever obstacle 
we face. We will be sad to lose 
Mandela and we are proud and 
fortunate to be associated with 
him.” 

In contrast, the “Succession of 
President Mbeki is high on peo- 
ple’ s agenda. What happens 
within the AfricanNational Con- 
gress is clearly of concern, but the 
December party conference will 
decide many things. There is a lot 
of speculation and there are al- 
ways factions in political parties. 
But I believe common sense will 
prevail. The old discipline of the 
ANC kicks in when all else fails 
and will act in the best interest of 
the country.” 
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Portugal tops for 



Portugal has come from nowhere to set the trend for the rest of 
Europe to follow. The country has sky-rocketed seven places up the 
2007 e-government rankings and is now the third best European 
Union state when it comes to providing online services at both the 
citizen and business level. The study, presented on Thursday 
afternoon, shows that Portugal has successively climbed the 
rankings since they were first released in 2000 and the country has 
now clearly become an example to its fellow 26 EU member states of 
how to make rapid progress in this department. 


Portugal is now officially one 
of the most sophistieated eoun- 
tries in terms of e-govemment as 
efforts by the Lisbon hierarehy 
in reeent years start reaping divi- 
dends. 

The study was eondueted by 
eonsulting eompany Capgemini 
on behalf of the European Com- 
mission and eonsists of two sepa- 
rate rankings; one on the availabil- 
ity of online serviees and the other 
comparing the sophistieation of 
these serviees. 

Portugal has, sinee June 2006 


when the last sueh study was 
published, elimbed seven plaees 
to third in terms of availability and 
jumped six plaees to fourth when 
referring to the sophistieation of 
e-govemment. 

The list, in terms of availabil- 
ity, is topped by Austria fol- 
lowed by Malta. 

Looking baek at previous 
years, Portugal’ s progress is even 
more striking. 

In 2005 , the eountry was rated 
1 4*, meaning that in the spaee of 
just two years, Portugal has im- 


proved its rating by 1 1 plaees. 

The level of availability and 
sophistieation of on-line serviees 
direetedat eompanies, the survey 
says, are both rated at 1 00 per- 
eent, values whieh are 29 and 1 6 
points above the EU average, re- 
speetively. While this figure falls 
to 75 pereent at citizen level, it 
remains 25 pereent above the 
eommunity average. 

The news of Portugal ’ s strong 
showing eame as 36 eountries 
gathered in Lisbon for a eonfer- 
enee on e-Govemment. 


No more questions for 
the McCanns 


In a statement released on Wednesday afternoon, the Evora 
District Attorney-General explained that no further questioning 
of the parents of Madeleine McCann has been scheduled. The 
news comes in the week where not only did police decide to 
dispense with the services of their spokesman, but also where 
the judge in the case failed to receive authorisation, for now, to 
speak on latest developments. 


In a statement issued late 
Wednesday evening district 
attorney Luis Bilro Verao 
explained, “No new evidence 
justifying further question- 
ing has emerged since Sep- 
tember 7 (when Kate and 
Gerry were made formal sus- 
pects). 

Mr Verao added that the 
current status of 
Madeleine’s parents will re- 
main unchanged as “in ac- 
cordance with investigative 
elements collected thus far, 
the existing measures are 
deemed adequate”. 

The judge concluded that 
no line of investigation has 
been excluded, which effec- 
tively means that Portuguese 
authorities are still pursuing 
the possibility that 
Madeleine McCann was ab- 
ducted from her Praia da Luz 
apartment on May 

Separately, the Supreme 
Council of Magistrates this 
week announced that it 
would not be speaking di- 
rectly on the case, nor allow 
Judge Pedro Miguel dos 
Anjos Frias to do so. 

It said the public prosecu- 
tor’s office was in charge of 
investigations and would be 
responsible for issuing infor- 
mation. However, admitting 
to “communicational inad- 
equacies that still persist at 
our courts” the council has 
assumed, in collaboration 
with the judge, the release of 
any information, but says 
that for the time being, it sees 
no need for the council or the 
j udge to speak publicly on the 
case. 


In another development, 
Portuguese police have been 
left without a voice after chief 
inspector Olegario Sousa was 
removed as police spokesman. 

Apparent discord between 
him and fellow detectives has 
been a regular talking point 
among journalists in recent 
months. 

Unofficial reports suggest 
the Chief Inspector stepped 
down in disgust at the constant 
leaking of information. 

Mr Sousa confirmed his re- 
moval from the case in a text 
message sent to The Portugal 
News saying: “Good morning, 
the case is with the public pros- 
ecutor in Portimao so all fur- 
ther inquiries will have to be 
directed at these services”. 

A spokesperson for the De- 
partment of Public Relations 
and Documentation in Lisbon 
meanwhile told The Portugal 
News that Chief Inspector 
Sousa was no longer involved 
at any level in the case involv- 
ing Madeleine’s disappear- 
ance. 

She also said she was una- 
ware of plans to find a replace- 
ment for her colleague. 

Back in August, the Chief 
Inspector said of police leaks in 
an extensive interview with The 
Portugal News: “They are un- 
desirable. But it is difficult to 
establish who these leaks are. 
Information is probably not 
leaked on purpose. I believe 
sometimes things are said at an 
informal lunch after which a 
friend tells a friend who knows 
a journalist. But there’s no 
doubt, these leaks complicate 
my job.” 


In the meantime, and 
while no further questioning 
of Kate and Gerry McCann 
has been scheduled, investi- 
gations can be conducted 
through the issuing of roga- 
tory letters which are letters 
issued to a foreign court re- 
questing a judge to take evi- 
dence from a specific person 
within that court’s jurisdic- 
tion. 

According to the Portu- 
guese Civil Procedure Code, 
the act of issuing a rogatory 
letter is when a court or au- 
thority solicits a foreign au- 
thority to carry out a j udicial 
act. 

Should the act be deemed 
urgent, it can be ordered or so- 
licited by telegram, tel- 
ephone or other analogical 
means of telecommunica- 
tion. 

These letters could also 
contain requests which may 
include the seizing of an ob- 
ject. 

A legal source close to the 
case has told The Portugal 
News that to her knowledge, 
no requests had yet been filed 
with British police, including 
confiscating personal pos- 
sessions. 

It was also confirmed by the 
Portuguese law office repre- 
senting the McCanns that 
since taking charge of the 
case, “Portuguese newspa- 
pers are being looked at, and 
some clippings are being kept 
aside”. 

They refused to elaborate 
as to why clippings were be- 
ing kept, adding they were 
not reading the British press.

Shockwaves ripple 
community as murder 
suspects are freed 



After being sentenced to 22 years in jail, the three suspects found guilty 
of British ex-pat John Turner’s murder, following a raid on his home in 
Sobradinho da Alfeigao, were released last Saturday under the new 
penal code of preventative custody. 


They had reportedly ex- 
ceeded the maximum time limit 
for suspects to be held in pre- 
ventative custody, of 18 
months, a recent law change that 
was introduced last week. As 
the new penal code was intro- 
duced on Friday, the three men 
were freed the following day. 
They had appealed the judge’s 
original decision, which was an- 
nounced on October 27* 2006, 
following John Turner ’ s murder 


on April 28*, 2005. 

Detained by police on August 
2nd 2005 and identified as Vasile 
Cucicea, loan Rusus and 
Dumitru Pekura, the three sus- 
pects maintained that one of two 
others was singularly responsi- 
ble for the man’ s attack and sub- 
sequent fate. Neither of the re- 
maining suspects was caught, it 
is believed they fled the country. 

A group of five men had 
stormed the Sobradinho da 


Alfeigao residence, tying up the 
man and his wife, Helen Turner, 
before beating and brutally at- 
tacking Mr. Turner and fleeing 
with two top-of-the-range cars 
and other valuab les . 

An initial autopsy from Faro 
hospital said Mr. Turner had 
died due to a heart attack, though 
further autopsies in both Portu- 
gal and the UK showed Mr. 
Turner had died as a direct result 
of the violent attack.

A very special 
‘home-coming’ 


Born on May 1990, Maria de Jesus 
Schoyen was a happy baby, full of giggles 
and smiles. At just 1 8 days of age she was 
placed in the care of Refugio Aboim 
Ascensao in Faro, from where she was 
later adopted by ex-pats Bjorn and Rosa 
Maria Schoyen. Seventeen years on, 

Maria de Jesus, or Juju as she is 
affectionately known, returned to volunteer 
for two weeks’ work in the ‘Little Pink 
House’, from where her life began. 


Refugio Abiom Ascensao di- 
rector, Dr. Luis Villas-Boas, de- 
scribes Maria de Jesus as a “very 
special young lady”. She was one 
of the first babies to be placed into 
the institution ’ s brand new adop- 
tion centre facilities, which were 
inaugurated in 1990. A visit by 
Portugal’s then First Lady, wife 
of ex-Portuguese President 
Mario Soares, Maria de Jesus 
Soares, who is also president of 
Dr. Villas-Boas’ ‘EF Infant 
Emergency organisation, gave 
Juju’s her name. 

Dr. Villas-Boas happilyrecalls 
the first lady ’s visit, when Maria 
de Jesus Soares saw the little girl, 
then still unnamed, picked her up 
and “fell in love” with her. 

“I suggested that maybe we 
could call the little girl after Maria 
de Jesus Soares and that she could 
be her ‘godmother’ . And she said 
yes”, explains Dr. Villas-Boas. 

Maria de Jesus Schoyen is 
now 1 7 and currently sitting ex- 
ams to become a flight attendant. 
She lives with her parents in 
southwest France, in Soustons. 

Over the past 1 7 years she has 
moved with her family around 
Europe, and has had a very happy 
childhood. The family have kept 
in touch with the Refugio, from 
where Juju also has an adopted 
brother, and says that knowing 
she was adopted did not really 
change her life. 

“My parents told me when I 
was about seven or eight”, she 
says, “but when I found out I 
wasn’t really shocked, it wasn’t 
like my whole world fell apart or 
anything. When I was at school 
other children used to ask me if it 
was normal that I had white par- 
ents when I was black, but I never 
really noticed”. 

She made the decision to return 
to Faro and volunteer after she 
visited the institution with her 
parents in July. At Dr. Villas- 
Boas’ suggestion she jumped at 
the chance, and for the past two 
weeks has been actively involved 
in the daily life of the 95 children 
who live in the little pink house. 

“I talk to them and feed them, 
and I’ve learnt how to try and 
make a small child stop crying”, 
she says of her time in the 
Refugio, which Juju also de- 
scribes as a “very positive expe- 
rience” of which she will take 
home “lots of good memories”. 

“When I get back I think I will 
be spending a whole evening tell- 
ing my parents about these two 
weeks. They will want to know 
every detail,” she laughs. “There 
are so many adorable babies here 
and I just want to take care of all 
of them”. 

Trips to the park, to the beach 


and even to the zoo in Lisbon 
were all packed into her active two 
weeks ’ volunteering, rounded off 
by another trip to Lisbon on 
Monday, before flying home on 
Tuesday, to see her ‘ godmother’ , 
Maria de Jesus Soares. 

Despite having few memories 
of the home - Maria de Jesus left 
when she was two - she still feels 
a strong bond with the workers 
and the children. Even though she 
was only there a short while she 
is warmly remembered by many 
of the institution’ s long-standing 
staff, including the cook, the care- 
taker, and a handful of carers. 

Whilst her dream is to be a 
flight attendant. Juju does not 
exclude the possibility of one day 
working with children in such 
institutions and “will definitely 
return next year”. 

This pleases Luis Villas-Boas, 
who always welcomes anyone 
who is interested in volunteering, 
principally during the hectic 
months of summer, though “we 
do have to be very cautious with 
whoever we let work with the 
children”. He is highly praising of 
Juju’s work and dedication, he 
hopes others will follow in her 
footsteps by one day returning 


to their roots. 

Not only was Maria de Jesus 
the first adoptee to return to the 
home from a foreign country, her 
parents were amongst the first 
foreign ex-pats in Portugal to be 
actively involved with Refugio 
Aboim Ascen9ao. They have ac- 
companied its progress since Luis 
Villas-Boas’ takeover in the early 
1 980 ’ s and still remain in touch. 

“I think it’s wonderful how 
these ladies take care of the chil- 
dren”, says Juju, now a confidant 
and happy teenager, “Its impor- 
tant that they are happy and 
healthy babies, and I really have 
to congratulate the staff They are 
wonderful”. 


Portuguese 
language could be 
at risk within 10 
years in Timor 


The Portuguese language in 
East T imor “could be at risk in 
five to 10 years if there is not 
investment in teaching,” Dili’ s 
education minister has 
warned. 

In comments to Lusa, Joao 
Cancio said Timor’s govern- 
ment has no plans to alter the 
status of Portuguese as an offi- 
cial language of the new nation, 
along with Tetum. 

But extra investment is 
needed from Portugal and Bra- 
zil, Timor’s traditional 
Lusophone cooperation part- 
ners in the fledgling state ’ s edu- 
cation system, added Cancio. 

Timor’s education minister 
noted that at the time of Dili’s 
independence five years ago, it 
was predicted that Indonesia 
Bahasa would die out as a lan- 
guage within “eight years”. 


However, the replacement of 
Bahasa, by Portuguese as the 
everyday language of many 
Timorese has not been possible 
due to insufficient resources 
being channeled into teaching 
the European tongue, the min- 
ister said. 

Timorese lawmakers ap- 
proved a bill at the weekend to 
make Tetum the official lan- 
guage of instruction in the first 
two years of primary educa- 
tion in state schools. 

Under the new system, Por- 
tuguese will be introduced as a 
foreign language in the third 
year of schooling. 

“Timorese society doesn’t 
speak Portuguese. Introducing 
Portuguese, a foreign language, 
in the first school year doesn’t 
make sense,” Dili’s education 
minister said. 






Sole Agents for GTroup^fvis, Tribute Show 
Contractors for International Algarve Fair 
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Bush is always welcome in Portugal 


U S President George Bush has 
highlighted the importanee of 
“joint work” between Washing- 
ton and the European Union and 
also thanked Portuguese Prime 
Minister Jose Socrates for Lis- 
bon’s support for military inter- 
ventions in Afghanistan and Iraq. 

President Bush was speaking 
after around an hour of talks with 
Portugal’s government chief, 
whose country holds the EU 
presidency. Both leaders made 
short declarations after the en- 
counter and declined to take ques- 
tions from reporters. 

Bush said he had discussed the 
“current level of relations” be- 
tween the US, the EU and Portu- 
gal. 

“I asked the prime minister 
what the level of relations are and 
he told me they are good. I also 
think the same,” the US leader 
said. 

“The Portuguese prime minis- 
ter told me that he wants to work 
in close proximity to the US. I 
said that I also want to work in 
close connection with him, main- 
taining a strong cooperation.” 

Regarding the future of 
Kosovo, an issue where Wash- 
ington has divergences with some 
EU member states. Bush stressed 


the importance of “joint work” 
with Europe. 

“We must resolve these diffi- 
culties,” added Bush. 

Prime Minister Socrates, 
speaking in English, said the main 
priority of Lisbon’s EU chair is 
to maintain “a strong and united 
Europe” and work “in close co- 
ordination with the US in favour 
of stability and world security.” 

Also present at the White 
House meeting were US state 
Secretary of State Condoleezza 
Rice and her Portuguese counter- 
part, Luis Amado. 

Ahead of his meeting with 
George Bush, which officials said 
had focussed on wide-ranging is- 
sues including the transatlantic 
alliance, international trouble 
spots and alternative energy poli- 
cies, Portugal’s prime minister 
said he would brief America’s 
leader on the priorities of Lis- 
bon’s EU leadership. 

These key concerns of Portu- 
gal include the Middle East peace 
process, Kosovo’s future status 
and Afghanistan, said Prime 
Minister Socrates, who, despite 
being skeptical of US policy in 
Iraq, has reiterated the traditional 
bilateral friendship between Lis- 
bon and Washington.

Historical artefacts 
discovered during 
coastline cleaning 


Last Saturday, September 15*, 
dive school ‘Divers Cove’, based 
in Carvoeiro, Algarve, was 
amongst the many associations 
that took part in a global aware- 
ness-raising day, that saw coasts 
and sea beds around the world 
being cleared of debris and rub- 
bish. During the morning’s on- 
goings, they discovered two sig- 
nificant examples of Roman his- 
tory, off the Western Algarve 
coastline. 

In collaboration with 
Portimao-based diving school 
PortiSub, the event saw more 
than 100 volunteers come to- 
gether, who from 09h00 until 
14h00 jointly cleared over 200 
kilos of rubbish from the seabed 
and cliff faces along the coast- 
line. 

As the first PADI-accredited 
dive school in the country. Divers 
Cove adopted their pilot project 
AWARE - Aquatic World 
Awareness, Responsibility and 
Education -which has since seen 
national adherence. It was Divers 
Cove’s 15* year ofbeing actively 
involved in the global event, af- 
ter introducing the proj ect in Por- 
tugal in 1993. 

On Saturday morning the 
many participants gathered at 
Caneiros beach, including 22 staff 
and organisers, 70 scuba divers, 
some from a Spanish dive asso- 
ciation, 12 free divers, 16 help- 
ers and rubbish collectors and 
four boats. 

Much to the divers’ surprise, 
amongst the glass bottles, 
fishnets, hooks, nylon lines, and 
otherundesirable objects thathad 


found a resting place on the 
seabed, were two large Roman 
anchors, believed to be over 2000 
years old. Portimao museum of- 
ficials were immediatley in- 
formed and came to collected the 
items with delight. 

It is thought the anchors will 
soon be put on display. 

Stefan Bernhard Fend estab- 
lished Divers Cove in 1992. It 
became a full PADI-recognised 
institution in 1993, and over the 
years has trained hundreds of 
divers. 

Ever year the school takes part 
in the global AWARE project, 
which every year sees an increas- 
ing number of participants. 

He hopes that next year even 
more people will volunteer to 
help in the environmentally sig- 
nificant campaign. 

“When we first introduced the 
project we were just a few for- 
eigners taking part” Stefan re- 



calls, “People stared at us as we 
went out diving and came back 
without fish but with armfuls of 
rubbish. People found it weird. 

“Now the local communities 
all come out in force to help, and 
are much more environmentally 
conscious”. 

Stefan believes that, given the 
nature of the rubbish, coastline 
fishermen and anglers can be held 
accountable for a large part of the 
waste. 

“These fishermen do not have 
any training or awareness 
courses”, he explains, “all they 
need to do is pay for their licenses 
and they can go and fish. So 
maybe introducing a day ’ s course 
on how to correctly dispose of 
their rubbish, or installing bins 
along the cliffs would help solve 
the issue”. 

Another cleaning intervention 
is being planned for locals in the 
winter.

Immigrant numbers 
decline from record 
470.000 in 2004 


The Schengen free movement 
zone will be expanded to inelude 
eight of the European Union’s 
newest members by year’s end, 
perhaps before Christmas, the 
Portuguese presideney and the 
European Commission an- 
nouneed. 

The announeement followed 
an assessment by the EU’s inte- 
rior ministers in Bmssels that gave 
their blessing to the Portuguese- 
designed SISonedall personal data 
system that will be implemented 
with the planned end of land and 
maritime border eontrols. 

“The evaluation of the system 


has run perfeetly”, Portuguese 
Internal Administration Minis- 
ter Rui Pereira said. “’’The con- 
elusion is that everything is be- 
ing aecomplished on time, thus 
allowing by year’ s end, by Dee. 
3 1 , the lifting of land and mari- 
time borders, aecording to all 
available data”. 

The eommissioner for justiee 
and internal affairs. Franco 
Frattini, said the Portuguese 
presidency and the eommission 
were working together with the 
new members states to assure 
their timely inelusion in the 
Sehengenzone. 


The target date is the “week 
before Christmas”, Frattini said, 
adding that it would be “a very 
good message for EU citizens”. 

The SISonedall system, aper- 
sonal data system developed by 
Portugal ’ s immigration and bor- 
der serviees, has been operational 
and undergoing tests sinee Sep- 


tember 1 . 

“Up to now there has been no 
problem on the teehnical level that 
makes this solution impossible or 
difficult” in implementation for 
eight eountries, mostly from 
eentral Europe, that joined the 
EU in 2004, Pereira said.

The number of legal immi- 
grants in Portugal steadily in- 
ereased for a decade until 2004 
when a reeord 469,000 foreign- 
ers were living and working in the 
eountry, before falling in 2005 
due to the poor performanee of 
the eeonomy, aeeording to the 
OECD. 

In its report on immigration to 
Portugal, the OECD (Organiza- 
tion for Economie Cooperation 
and Development) says the de- 
parture of 67,000 Ukrainian na- 
tionals between 2004 and 2005 
was largely responsible for the 
reversing of Portugal’ s immigra- 


tion trend. 

Some 28,000 immigrants eame 
to Portugal in 2005, down 6,000 
eompared to the previous year 
due to low eeonomie growth in 
Portugal, the OECD report said. 

From 2005, Brazilians 
(70,400) were the biggest group 
of immigrants in Portugal, 
elosely followed by nationals of 
Cape Verde (69,600). 

Citizens of Angola (34,600), 
Guinea-Bissau (25,200) and the 
United Kingdom ( 1 9,000) were, 
respeetively, the other biggest 
immigrant eommunities in 2005, 
the OECD said. TPN/Lusa

Thousands of ducks slain 
following bird flu fears 

More than 25,600 ducks have been cuiied at two farms in 
Tomar and Barquinha in centrai Portugai. Acitivity has 
been suspended at the farms amidst fears of a bird fiu 
outbreak after cases of the H5N2 virus were detected. 


More than two million with- 
drawals, totalling 260 million 
euros were made at automatie 
teller maehines across the coun- 
try in August, which is 24 million 
euros more than the same month 
in 2006. 

The number of payments 
made rose from 3.5 million trans- 
aetions to 3 . 8 million, whieh cor- 
responds to a monetary value of 
300 million euros. 

Lisbon and Albufeira, fol- 
lowedby Louie and Lagos are the 


cities where the highest number 
of transaetions with foreign 
eards were recorded, with more 
than 400,000 withdrawals total- 
ling 55 million euros. 

In the Algarve, one in seven 
withdrawals was made with a 
eard issued outside of Portugal. 
SIBS says it eurrently has 12,000 
operational ATMs in Portugal. 


A source has since eonfirmed 
a seeond lot of birds were also 
killed later in the week on the 
larger of the two farms, a purge 
that is thought to have seen the 
killing of some 90,000 ducks. 

Due to the difficulty in catch- 
ing the free-range birds, whieh 
disperse when deteeting abnor- 
mal movements, a weeklong 
capture is said to have taken 
plaee. 

The same souree also con- 
firmed that during the first mass 
slaughtering 2,800 were killed 
on Friday, 15,000 on Sunday 
and a further 7,800 on Sunday. 

One of the two farms, be- 


longing to eompany Ca9a 
Brava, is reportedly the largest 
in Europe and spreads over 200 
hectares, being loeatedjust 1 00 
metres from the seeond smaller 
farm. 

It was also revealed that the 
dueks were killed using solid 
C02, to put them to sleep be- 
fore being slain “to avoid suf- 
fering”, after which they are put 
in bags and buried on the farms. 
This is eontrary to initial re- 
ports that the dueks were to be 
ineinerated. 

Reportedly, both proprie- 
tors will be remunerated for 
their losses. 


Man dies, family blame traffic 
police blunder

A delay caused by an ambulance driver being pulled over by BT traffic 
police in Ponte de Lima while transporting a patient may have caused the 
man’s death, say family members. It was a journey supposed to have 
taken 15 minutes but which was delayed by 20 minutes as the ambulance 
driver was made to wait for his breathalyser results. 


The 54-year-old patient, 
resident in Cabreiro, Areos de 
Valdevez, had previously 
been to his loeal health centre 
complaining of intense ehest 
pains. He was sent by ambu- 
lanee to the neighbouring 
Ponte da Lima hospital, a jour- 
ney that in normal eireum- 
stanees would reportedly 
have taken around a quarter of 
an hour. 

However, en-route to the 
hospital the ambulanee driver 
was ordered by BT poliee to 
pull over and was submitted to 
a routine breathalyser test, 
leaving the ambulanee station- 
ary for some 20 minutes. After 
eventually being released, the 
patient it was earrying died in 
the hands of doetors a short 
while after arrival. Relatives 
accuse the poliee’ s interven- 
tion as being paramount in the 
man’s death. 


As BT offieials refuse to eom- 
ment, the man’s brother-in-law, 
Cesario Gomes has said, “It is 
simply an ineredible and revolt- 
ing situation and I guarantee that 
the family will not rest or stop 
until all responsibility has been 
established”. 

Aeeording to Cesario Gomes, 
“GNR poliee ordered the ambu- 
lance to pull over on the A-28, al- 
legedly for eireulating with their 
emergeney lights on. They asked 
for all doeumentation and tested 
the driver for aleohol twice”. 

“My brother-in-law died 
shortly after arriving at the hos- 
pital. I don’ t know whether it was 
beeause of the delay or not. What 
I do know is that this is a revolt- 
ing and unthinkable situation”. 

Whilst BT have refrained from 
eommenting, telling press ageney 
Lusa a statement would be issued 
‘later’, ambulanee eompany 
«Ambulaneias Areuenses», who 


transported the vietim, have af- 
firmed that the driver did inform 
police he was earrying two 
“emergeney patients”. 

However, a PR spokesper- 
son for the GNR (National Re- 
publiean Guard) traffie brigade. 
Lieutenant- eolonel Costa 

Cabral, told Portuguese TV 
ehannel SIC “the Guarda will 
do everything to clarify the in- 
eident and attribute responsi- 
bilities”. 

He also explained that, ae- 
eording to initial information, 
the BT ’ s intervention was “nor- 
mal” and that the ambulanee 
“would not have been station- 
ary for more than five minutes”. 

“It is important to stress that 
this was not a normal ambu- 
lanee, but a private ambulanee 
that does not usually earry 
emergeney patients, therefore 
it is normal for the BT to have 
ordered it to stop”. 
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F inance ministers 
look for unity

The European Union’s finance ministers 
have agreed at a meeting in Portugai to 
seek a “united and strong voice” in 
upcoming negotiations over a new 
modei of governance for the 
Internationai Monetary Fund and the 
choice of a new ieader for the worid 
financiai body. 


Portuguese Finanee Minister 
Fernando Teixeira dos Santos, 
who ehaired the two-day 
ECOFIN meeting, reaffirmed the 
bloe’s support for Dominique 
Strauss-Kahn, a former Freneh 
finanee minister, for the post of 
IMF direetor-general and open- 
ness to demands from emerging 
eeonomies for a stronger role in 
the IMF. 

The EU has and will eontinue 
to play an “important and eon- 
struetive role” in seeking to eon- 
tribute to reaehing a “general eon- 
sensus” on these matters at IMF 
meetings set for the end of next 
month in Washington, Teixeira 
dos Santos told a news conferenee 
eoneluding the ECOFIN gather- 
ing in the northern Portuguese 
eity of Porto. 

Strauss-Kahn, who has the 
EU’ s baeking, faees only one ehal- 
lenger for the top IMF post, 
former Czeeh eentral bank gov- 
ernor Josef Tosovsky, who is 
supported by Russia. 

Teixeira dos Santos also said 
his EU eolleagues had eonverged 
on the need to “re-enforee the le- 
gitimaey” of the IMF by giving 
greater “weight” to the “more 
dynamie emerging eeonomies”. 

The EU, he added, was seek- 
ing a eommon position over revi- 
sion of IMF quotas. 

“The more united and stronger 
the EU’ s voiee is in international 
finaneial institutions, the better 
it will be”, the European Com- 
missioner for Eeonomie and 
Monetary Affairs, Joaquin 
Almunia of Spain, told the joint 
news eonferenee. 

“A united EU voiee in IMF ae- 
tivities is important, as it is impor- 


tant to give emerging eountries a 
stronger voiee”, Almunia said. 

In their working sessions Fri- 
day, the ministers ordered the 
bloe’s Eeonomie and Finaneial 
Committee to study the transpar- 
eney of eomplex finaneial instru- 
ments andbankriskmanagement 
proeedures in the wake of reeent 
international finaneial turbulenee. 

They also deeided to elosely 
monitor the quality of public fi- 
nances and the need to modern- 
ize public administration within 
the bloc’s member states. 

Separately, the Eurogroup 
says it recognises risks, but side- 
lines immediate downward revi- 
sion of growth prospects. 

The 13 finances ministers of 
the Euro Zone have acknowl- 
edged that there were “added 
risks” to growth of their econo- 
mies from recent financial tur- 
moil in international markets, but 
set aside any immediate scenario 
of reducing growth projections 
for 2007 and 2008. 

“We think that in 2007 and 
2008 our economies will expand 
around the potential growth, 
without ignoring that risks have 
increased due to the latest devel- 
opments in international markets 
that will impact on growth per- 
spectives”, the Eurogroup’s 
president, Luxembourg Prime 
Minister and Finance Minister 
Jean-Claude Juncker, said at the 
close of a meeting. 

The Eurogroup meeting in the 
northern Portuguese city of 
Oporto, as usual, came ahead of 
the Ecofin meeting of all the EU 
bloc ’ s finance ministers under the 
Portuguese EU presidency. TPN/

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Socrates ‘optimistic’ over 
treaty approval after 
Warsaw meet 

B After talks last Friday with Polish President Lech Kaczynski, Portuguese 

Prime Minister Jose Socrates said he remained confident that his country’s 
EU presidency will finalise an accord on the bloc’s new treaty next month. 


Prime Minister Socrates, mak- 
ing a blitz visit to Warsaw for 
talks with Polish leaders, said his 
talks with President Kaczynski 
had “reinforced the idea that po- 
litical will exists in all (EU) states 
to reach agreement (on the Re- 
form Treaty) during an informal 
leaders ’ meeting” next month in 
Lisbon. 

Poland holds politically sen- 
sitive legislative elections days 
after the Lisbon encounter, and 
there have been fears that War- 
saw could derail the Portuguese 
EU chair’ s efforts to cement a deal 
on the Reform Treaty, meant to 


replace the bloc’ s aborted consti- 
tution. 

But Prime Minister Socrates 
said that legislative polls in Po- 
land next month will not disrupt 
efforts by the Lisbon EU presi- 
dency to finalise a treaty.

Short-Term Lets to Holiday Makers

A 4 part series examining issues concerning short-term iets to hoiiday makers: 

1) Misinterpreted Legislation • 2) When Renting becomes a Business 
3) Commercial vs Residential Lets • 4) Rental Agent vs Villa Manager 


Part 3: Commercial vs Resiidential Lets 


In the UK, letting is deemed 
to be commercial when the 
property is made available to 
the public at least 140 days a 
year and rented at least 70 days 
per annum. Unfortunately, 
Portuguese legislation makes no 
such clear definition as to the 
threshold between these two 
types of activities. In fact, con- 
tradictions abound. In 2005, a 
special tax rate, lowering the 
previous 25% levy to 15%, 
came into effect with the de- 
clared intention of encouraging 
non-resident property owners 
to declare their residential rental 
income from occasional lets of 
their Portuguese properties. In 
the same year. Inspectors 
raided Rental Agents in the Al- 
garve, fining both agents and 
owners. Since then, inspec- 
tions have spread to other re- 
gions. 

Commercial vs Residential 
Renting 

What guidelines exist to dis- 
tinguish between commercial 
vs residential renting? Let us 
examine several practical exam- 
ples that might help sort out the 
wheat If om the chaff Whatever 
the situation, it is always use- 
ful when the owners can also 
document the periods of per- 
sonal use of the property. 

Example « "7 - At one end of 
the spectrum is the case of the 
property owner who places his 
property with a Holiday Let- 
ting Agent, registered as a com- 
mercial business with the 
stated purpose of renting ac- 
commodations to tourists. The 
agent runs the activity from A 
to Z and eventually distributes 
the net proceeds to the partici- 
pating owner. There would be 
little doubt that such an activ- 
ity would fall under the com- 
mercial umbrella. The income 


wouldbe commercial (“Category 
B”) and the property would need 
to be licensed by the local Coun- 
cil authorities. 

Example 2 - On the other 
hand, a property owner lets di- 
rectly to holidaymakers, yet uses 
the services of a villa mainte- 
nance company. Such profes- 
sional services should not influ- 
ence the residential nature of the 
rent, even if the owner subcon- 
tracts part of the rental adminis- 
tration to the company. In fact, 
a professional maintenance serv- 
ice is almost a necessity for the 
non-resident landlord who is not 
physically present during most 
of the year to sort out upkeep and 
administration requirements. 
No new licensing shouldbe nec- 
essary and income declared as 
''Category F' rents. 

Example 3 - A third case 
occurs when the owner contracts 
for a fixed seasonal price with a 
commercial letting agency. This 
company subsequently sublets 
to individual clients, assuming 
the responsibility and risk of the 
activity. From the owner’ s point 
of view, such an activity would 
fall under Articles of the Civil 
Code under the NRAU. Even 
though the owner should declare 
the income in “Category F” 
("rendimentos prediais”), the 
property might still require li- 
censing ("Hospedagem”) be- 
cause of the commercial nature of 
the Agency’s subletting activ- 
ity. 

Internet Advertising 

Considerations 

Regardless of whether you 
exercise a commercial or a resi- 
dential rental activity, you won’t 
have any holidaymakers unless 
they know that your property is 
available and suitable to their 
needs. Beyond “word-of- 
mouth” (always the best form of 


publicity), the Internet is usu- 
ally the cheapest yet most ef- 
fective means for reaching po- 
tential holidaymakers. 

Whether you run your own 
website or are part of a collec- 
tive web service, it is imperative 
that you define "Terms and 
Conditions"'. Beyond the nuts 
and bolts of the agreement, 
your offering shouldbe clearly 
defined, citing the appropriate 
Portuguese statutes, so that no 
doubt will exist as to the nature 
of your activity. It may also be 
advisable to have a "Dis- 
claimer", stating what you are 
not doing so that there should 
not be a shadow of a doubt in 
eventual interpretations. 

If you have not already done 
so, professional help is in order 
to ward off problems before 
they occur. A properly worded 
statement and agreed condi- 
tions could prove vital in pre- 
paring a comprehensive, well 
conceived defence in an even- 
tual inspection process. "An 
ounce of prevention is worth a 
pound of cure"

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Wine sector reform a top priority 




Inheritance Tax 


The reform of the Common Market 
Organisation for wine is possibie during 
Portugai’s current EU presidency term, 
though it requires an opinion from the 
European Pariiament in “usefui time”, 
Portuguese Agricuiture Minister Jaime 
Siiva has toid Lusa in an interview. 


The reform is “extremely im- 
portanf ’ for Portugal and also for 
the EU, and is thus one of the 
presideney’s key issues in the 
agriculture sector, Silva said, 
ahead of the informal council of 
EU agriculture ministers that was 
held in Oporto this week. 

Minister Silva said he would 
use the occasion to highlight con- 
ditions in the nearby Douro River 
valley, famous for the production 
ofport wine. He hopes that when 
EU ministers visit the Douro 
vineyards they will understand 
why it is “not possible to uproot 
vines” and choose to produce 
another species in the region. 

Uprooting vines is one of the 
proposals put forward by the 
European Commission to reform 
the wine CMO. 

Regarding the sector, “we 
want to reach a political consen- 
sus on the major lines of the re- 
form,” but any decision depends 
on the opinion of the European 
Parliament, initially planned for 
February 200 8, he said. 

The Lisbon minister is trying 
to convince the European Parlia- 
ment to release the opinion before 
the end of the year, so that the 
December council ofEU agricul- 
ture ministers can go ahead with 
the decision to reform the wine 
CMO. 

He recalled the problems that 
must be overcome to obtain a 
consensus and finish the process 


for wine ahead of the sector lib- 
eralisation planned after 2013, 
when producers will have to be 
ready to compete internation- 
ally, without maj or support from 
the EU budget. 

“We have to find a balance in 
wine reform”, Silva said, includ- 
ing some changes that make it 
hard to obtain a consensus. An 
example is efforts to end the ad- 
dition of sugar in the winemaking 
process, which is resisted by 
countries such as Germany, Aus- 
tria or Slovenia, where that prac- 
tice is a longstanding tradition. 

Other member states such as 
Portugal are more concerned with 
the uprooting of vineyards, al- 
though Lisbon does not oppose 
this process as long as it is man- 
aged by each country. 

Priorities besides wine on the 
council agenda are to review ap- 
plication of the Common Agri- 
cultural Policy (CAP) until 
present and to begin debate on ag- 
riculture after the 2013 liberali- 
sation, particularly financing and 
implications on the overall EU 
budget. 

“It’s important to see whaf s 
happening on the market,” said 
the Lisbon minister, adding “if 
there are clear signs that justify 
changes before 2013 then we 
shouldn’t wait.” 

He cited the example of rising 
cereal prices, due “not just to 
biofuels”, but also to “increased 


EU looks to Lisbon for immigration 
reforms support 


The European Union’s justice chief has unveiied pians for a “biue card” system for 
skiiied immigrants and aiso said he was counting on support from Portugai’s EU 
presidency to approve bioc-wide reforms on immigration by the end of the year. 


Justice Commissioner 
Franco Frattini, speaking at a 
high-level conference on immi- 
gration in Lisbon, said the EU 
needs to ease its immigration 
controls. He said he would 
detail plans next month for a 
“blue card” system, based on 
the US green card, to attract 
more skilled workers to Eu- 
rope. 

According to Brussels, 
around 85 percent of unskilled 
migrants go to the EU and only 
five percent of these workers 
arrive in the US, with 55 per- 
cent of skilled labour going to 
America and only five percent 
to Europe. 

Frattini said he wanted to 
reverse these trends through 
harmonization of EU immi- 
gration policies to allow in 
more workers across all cat- 
egories. 

The EU “blue card” pro- 
posals will be presented next 
month, the Italian commis- 


sioner added, under which work- 
ers would be eligible for two-year 
residency visas with the possi- 
bility of extension and eventual 
right to permanent stay in the 
host country and later move to 
another EU state. 

Proposals for immigrants to 
enj oy the same welfare and labor 
rights as EU citizens will also be 
put forward next month, Frattini 
told the conference. 

The EU already has 18.5 mil- 
lion legal immigrants, represent- 
ing about four percent of the 27- 
state bloc’s population, he in- 
formed the gathering of immigra- 
tion experts andEUjustice min- 
isters. 

In an interview with Lusa on 
the sidelines of the Lisbon con- 
ference, Commissioner Frattini 
said he was depending on support 
from Lisbon’s EU leadership to 
approve proposals to reform the 
bloc’s immigration policies be- 
fore the end of this year. 

Frattini underscored that it is 


vital to deepen dialogue on eco- 
nomic migration, as this is a pil- 
lar of Europe ’ s global immigra- 
tion strategy and essential to 
meet the rising demand for 
skilled labour in many sectors. 

Europe “must be more attrac- 
tive for qualified workers and 
offer legal work opportunities to 
those wanting to enter and work 
legally in the EU”, he said, add- 
ing member states must crack- 
down on the illegal labour mar- 
ket and visa-less immigrants. 

“A global strategy in matters 
of legal migration is very advan- 
tageous to both sides (countries 
of origin and host states)”, said 
Frattini, noting that it is neces- 
sary to “remove the causes of 
desperate immigration at the 
root” to resolve the problem. 

Questioned on projections 
for Europe’s future demands 
for labour, Frattini said United 
Nations figures forecast around 
20 million workers will be re- 
quired by 2050. TPN/Lusa

In fisheries, the situation of 
stocks is traditionally discussed 
in the second half of the year so 
that fishing quotas and the total 


allowable catch (TAC) for spe- 
cies subject to limits can be de- 
cided in December. 

The Commission is due to 
present in October its report on 


problem species such as codfish. 

Jaime Silva said he did not ex- 
pect much “room to manoeuvre” 
to negotiate increased quotas for 
some species, such as whiting.

Fires know no 
nationalities 


At just 1 8 years of age Steve 
Whitehom j oined the London fire 
brigade, back in 1976, where he 
remained for 27 years. During that 
time he attended thousands of in- 
cidents, from the ‘cat stuck up a 
tree’, to a number of terrorist at- 
tacks andmajor riots inBrixtonin 
the 80s. Over his career he received 
many an award for his service to 
the community, and even starred 
in a TV campaign. F our years ago 
he moved to Portugal and became 
one of a handful of foreign indi- 
viduals who, through dedication 
to their service, choose to volun- 
teer with Portuguese voluntary 
Firebrigades - bombeiros 
voluntdrios - an institution that 
is in need of all the help it can get. 

Following his more than two 
decades with the London fire 
bridged Steve completed another 
1 1 years with the Blue watch fire 
station in Soho, known for being 
one of the busiest in Europe. 
There the team would often re- 
ceive emergency calls every ten 
minutes, 24-hours a day, though 
it was a period Steve describes as 
“the best years ofmy life. And yes 
I would go back tomorrow”. 

After about two years in Por- 
tugal Steve “desperately needed 
something to give me the hilfihnent 
that I received being afire-fighter 
in London”, so he became a fire 
fighter in the Algarve, where he in- 
tended to pass on some of his ex- 
perience and knowledge, “which 


coming from where I did, I had 
plenty of both”. 

He was gratefully accepted as 
a bombeiro voluntdrio in Lagoa 
where he volunteered to work one 
night a week. In March 2006 he 
was offered a full time position, 
which he feels was a great honour, 
and happily accepted. 

“Even though my Portuguese 
was pretty basic we all under- 
stood each other fine. When it 
comes to fighting fires everyone 
knows theirrole, where they need 
to be and what they need to do. 
There are no language barriers”, he 
says. 

“The men and women of 
bombeiros voluntdrios are great 
people and very dedicated. Sixty 
per cent of a fire station’s man- 
power are volunteers who give up 
their time to work many shifts for 
no financial gain at all. Tlieother40 
per cent are the lucky ones. They 
work roughly 240 hours a month 
and getpaid a grand sum of around 
€600", Steve explains. 

“For all this they not only put 
their life on the line every day they 
come to work, like all fire-fighters 
across the world, but they are also 
the ambulance service here, not 
only respondingto allmedical emer- 
gence calls but also taking outpa- 
tients to their appointment across 
the Algarve, and, atleastonce aday, 
a short trip to Lisbon. It ’ s not a rare 
occurrence to travel to Porto or 
beyond either”, he says.

EN125 revamp sees need 
for new Arade bridge 


A joint proposal from the 
region’s municipalities to up- 
grade the notorious EN125 
road and improve its safety has 
reportedly included requests 
for new roundabouts, junc- 
tions, and a third bridge to cross 
the Arade River. 

This last request came from 
Portimao Mayor Manuel da 
Luz on the basis that one of the 
existing bridges, a century-old 
metal construction, no longer 
satisfies the demand of grow- 
ing populations on both sides 
of the river. 

Mayor da Luz, however dis- 
putes a proposal to extend the 
EN125 between Portimao’ s 
Barlavento Hospital and the 
A22Wia do Infante exit, along 
with four roundabouts 
planned for the areas of Senhora 
do Verde, Ribeira da Torre, 
Figueira and Mexilhoeira. 
Faro Mayor Jose Apolinario 
has stressed the importance to 
complete a second phase of the 
North circular, where the goal 
will be to reduce the movement 
of all vehicles within the city, 
which sees a daily influx of 
some 60,000 vehicles. 

In Tavira, Mayor Macario 
Correiahasproposedthe demo- 
lition of a number of houses 
along the edge of the EN 1 25 , as 
well as prioritizing parking, a 
double-lane for slower vehi- 
cles, corridors for infrastruc- 
tures, better access to Luz da 
Tavira, and new crossings and 
roundabouts. Macario Correia 


has voiced his opinion on the 
overall project by saying that 
whilst all municipalities should 
collaborate, “there must be fi- 
nancial intervention from the 
government”. 

Neighbouring Olhao’ s prior- 
ity is to create an alternative 
route to the existing EN125 
stretch that runs straight 
through the heart of the city. 
According to Francisco Leal, 
Mayor of Olhao, an alternative 
route north of the city has been 
suggested and is included in the 
municipality’s PDM (district 
planning). 

Lagos has also requested an 
alternative route for the town of 
Odiaxere. 

Mayor Julio Barroso has also 
stressed the need for three more 
roundabouts for Chinicato, 
Moliao and Espiche, as well as 
a direct road from the Modelo 
shopping centre to 4 Estradas. 

In Lagoa two roundabouts 
have been requested for 
Porches, as well as two more to 
be implemented by the Interna- 
tional School. Lagoa mayor Jose 
Inacio considers this will 
greatly reduce the number of 
fatalities in the municipality, 
and like its fellow municipality 
Olhao, also sees the need for an 
alternative Northern route. 

Desiderio Silva, mayor of 
Albufeira, has also asked for 
new roundabouts to be created 
in the areas of Guia, Ferreiras, 
Fontainhas, and near the Al- 
garve Shopping centre.

THE NEW DECORATION SHOP IN TOWN 


Twelve suspects detained over large drug bust 


Twelve individuals were de- 
tained following a police seizure 
of more than four tonnes ofhash- 
ish, detected in the Sagres area 
following a routine coastal pa- 
trol. 

AccordingtoMajorPalhau, of 
the CNR brigade, officers spot- 
ted the individuals as they tried 
to offload the drugs from a boat 
somewhere along the Sagres 


coastline and onto the cliffs. 

‘ ‘The dmgs were already on land 
and about to be hoisted up when 
the individuals were spotted”, he 
said. Also seized as a result was a 
lorry, two nine- seater vans, and a 
motorbike. 

Aged between 25 and 5 5 years, 
all of the suspects are male and 
have Spanish nationality. 

In a related story, earlier this 


week a vessel destined for scien- 
tific research, named ‘Noruega’, 
detected a package somewhere 
off the Algarvean coast that con- 
tained some 35 kilos of hashish. 

Considering the package ‘ sus- 
picious ’ , the crew used one of the 
boat’ s nets to drag it in, and im- 
mediately informed the Mari- 
time Police when verifying it 
contained drugs.

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US money 
market woes 
‘won’t afifect us’, 
says president 


Portuguese President Cavaeo 
Silva has forecast that recent 
turmoil on US financial mar- 
kets will have a minimal impact 
on Portugal’s economy. 

President Cavaeo Silva, an 
economist, noted that current 
instability on world financial 
markets was also affecting Eu- 
rope. In Portugal, uncertainty in 


money markets could reduce 
confidence among investors, he 
added. 

But the Portuguese economy 
“appears to be entering an up- 
turn”, he added, and this mo- 
mentum should be sufficient to 
“overcome the crisis without 
great difficulties.”

Preparations for Africa 
summit on schedule 
says Portugal 



Preparations for the Decem- 
ber summit between the Euro- 
pean and African Unions are 
proceeding “normally” and run- 
ning on schedule, Portugal’s 
No. 2 diplomat said. 

Speaking after a meeting to 
define a common EU-AU 
agenda for the leaders’ summit 
between the two blocs, sched- 
uled for December 8-9 in the 
Portuguese capital. State Sec- 
retary for Foreign Affairs Joao 
Gomes Cravinho said human 
rights would rank high on the 
event’s agenda. 

The inclusion of human 
rights in the upcoming summit

chance for 
closer ties 
with Africa - 

Geldof 

Irish political activist 
and singer Bob Geldof has 
said that Portugal’s stint 
in the EU driving seat 
should be used to 
strengthen ties between 
Europe and Africa. 

Speaking after a meet- 
ing with Portuguese 
Prime Minister Jose 
Socrates in Lisbon, Geldof 
said Europe “must not lose 
its role” as the “most im- 
portant partner” of Af- 
rica, where China is cur- 
rently “investing” due to 
the “great opportunities” 
viewed on the continent by 
Beijing. 

“We need to respond 
and have new thoughts. 
There is another Africa 
that offers us opportuni- 
ties”, said the Irish cam- 
paigner who was in Lisbon 
to attend a top-level con- 
ference on immigration. 

Portugal plans to stage 
a Europe- Africa Leader’s 
Summit in December in 
Lisbon. TPN/Lusa 


between the two continents, 
said the Portuguese diplomat, 
was not a “sop” to allay British 
opposition to the presence of 
Zimbabwean President Robert 
Mugabe in Lisbon. 

“Human rights are a very im- 
portant component for the Por- 
tuguese presidency and for the 
EU itself and are not negoti- 
able.” 

Gomes Cravinho said he 
would meet Ghana’ s EU ambas- 
sador next week as part of Lis- 
bon’s ongoing preparations for 
the December summit. Ghana 
currently chairs the AU chair and 
its foreign minister met his Por- 


tuguese counterpart this week to 
discuss “outstanding problems” 
relating to the event. 

The UK government has said 
Prime Minister Gordon Brown 
will not attend the summit if 
President Mugabe comes to 
Lisbon. 

Portugal’s No. 2 diplomat 
said development of a mutual 
relation of trust between the 
two blocs, and the resolution of 
Africa’s problems were more 
important than the ongoing spat 
between London and Harare, 
stressing that these divergences 
were being dealt with via “dip- 
lomatic channels.” TPN/Lusa 


Flexicurity needed 
and possible, 
government says 

Portugal’s labour and welfare minister, Jose 
Vieira da Silva, capped a Europe-wide meeting 
on “Flexicurity” last Friday, saying it was 
“possible and necessary” for the bloc to move 
towards “common principles” on easing labour 
laws while bolstering security for workers. 



Vieira da Silva noted the two- 
day conference had drawn par- 
ticipants from 22 of the bloc’s 
27 member states, an “uncom- 
mon participation” for a confer- 
ence that demonstrated the 
“great significance” of the 
“Flexicurity” concept. 

“The existence of common 
principles is possible and nec- 
essary, but we will surely have 
27 different paths to achieve 
these objectives”, he told a clos- 
ing news conference, referring 
to the idea that shared goals 
would be applied differently in 
each country. 

Flexicurity is a comprehen- 
sive labour market formula that 
combines flexible contract con- 
ditions to facilitate dismissals 
with a commitment to help 
workers find new j obs or ensure 


social security support if they 
remain unemployed. 

The sector’s European com- 
missioner, Vladimir Spidla, 
argued that labour flexibility 
and social safety nets should not 
be viewed as opposing dynam- 
ics, rather that Flexicurity 
would contribute to moderniz- 
ing the labour markets and cre- 
ating better job opportunities. 

The Flexicurity guidelines 
are expected to be approved at 
the European Council meeting 
on labour and social affairs set 
for December in Lisbon. 

That scheduled gathering 
will also redefine the Lisbon 
Agenda, approved during Por- 
tugal’s last EU presidency in 
2000, that sets a 70 percent 
employment rate for the bloc by 
2010. TPN/Lusa

Clarence Mitchell appointed 
as spokesman for Kate & 
Gerry McCann 

SIR, I am extremely grateful to 
Kate and Gerry for asking me to 
return to become their official 
spokesman. When the proposal 
was put to me, with the full sup- 
port of their legal team and their 
financial backers, I had absolutely 
no hesitation in accepting it. 

I am therefore proud to be able 
to help them deal with the pres- 
sure of the continuing, immense 
international media interest in 
their situation. I will also be 
working with the media here to 
ease any inconvenience faced by 
the local community in Rothley . 

Clearly, however, given the 
inter- Governmental sensitivi- 
ties surrounding Kate and 
Gerry’s case, my position as an 
impartial civil servant working 
for the British Government be- 
came untenable from the mo- 
ment I accepted the role. To 
speak freely on their behalf, 
therefore, I have resigned from 
my role as Director of the Cen- 
tral Office of Information’s 
Media Monitoring Unit in 
Whitehall. 

More importantly, I have 
done so simply because I feel so 
strongly that they are the inno- 
cent victims of a heinous crime 
that I am prepared to forego my 
career in Government service to 
assist them. 

Therefore, I wish to stress that 
from now on I am in no way 
speaking on behalf of the Brit- 
ish Government. I will simply 
be representing Kate and Gerry 
as a private individual, one who 
believes utterly that they are in- 
nocent of any involvement in the 
disappearance, let alone the 
death, of their daughter 


Madeleine. 

I spent nearly a full month 
with Kate and Gerry in Portugal 
whilst representing the Foreign 
and Commonwealth Office be- 
tween May and June - some- 
times I was with them for up to 
1 4 hours a day. During that time 
I never saw or heard anything that 
gave me cause for concern or sus- 
picion. All I witnessed was a lov- 
ing family that hadbeen plunged 
into the most dreadful situation, 
and two parents trying to cope 
amidst their loss. To suggest that 
they somehow harmed 
Madeleine, accidentally or oth- 
erwise, is as ludicrous as it is non- 
sensical. Indeed, it would be 
laughable if it wasn’t so serious. 

Because of the legal position 
in Portugal I cannot go into fur- 
ther detail, suffice to say there are 
entirely innocent explanations for 
anything the police may have 
found during their enquiries and 
the McCanns are very happy to 
continue their co-operation with 
the Portuguese authorities to es- 
tablish the truth of what has hap- 
pened to Madeleine. 

The focus must now move 
away from the rampant, un- 
founded and inaccurate specula- 
tion of recent days to return to 
the child at the very centre of 
this: Madeleine. The task is sim- 
ply to find her. Kate and Gerry 
are again urging everyone to 
keep looking as they firmly be- 
lieve she could still be alive. 

Finally I would like to take 
this opportunity to remind me- 
dia organisations around the 
world, in particular television 
stations and picture desk editors, 
that Madeleine ’ s brother and sis- 
ter, Sean and Amelie, were 
brought back to England to 
resume, in privacy, as normal a 
life as possible under the circum- 
stances. Kate and Gerry again 
urge you not to use their image in 
your coverage, as the privacy of 
infants must surely remain para- 
mount.

Serious crisis ahead 

SIR, Since the day (in 2005) 
that the tax police decided to hunt 
down the so called “parallel beds” 
in the Algarve, half of the tourist 
sector (involving 500,000 beds) 
is in great crisis. 

The most infuriating point in 
this ‘charade’ is that it is not the 
sector (or the owners) that are at 
fault, but the Camaras (local coun- 
cils), because for many years 
they have simply refused to help 
the owners or to deliver the li- 
censes for small tourist outlets. 

Then came another group of 
people who disrupted the sector 
even more: they are the so-called 
‘experts’, who say they can get 
the license for the owner. They 
say the only thing an owner has 
to do is to pay them (a lot of 
money) “for opening a file” and 
then naturally, nothing happens. 
One of them tells the owner to fill 
out the (simple) questionnaire 
from the Camara for .... €900. 
Another one promises to make “a 
study” about the type of prob- 


lem you have and pledges to give 
advice for .... € 1 ,200 and a third 
one does about the same for 
€1,500 and ensures “double pro- 
tection” as well. Of course this 
does not include the cost of the 
engineer and the installation of 
fire protection devices. 

But in each of the Camaras 
there is one person responsible 
for licensing matters (the engi- 
neer, the architect or a responsi- 
ble person). The first thing an 
owner has to do is to go and have 
a long talk with this person so 
that at the end, the owner should 
know exactly if he needs a license 
yes or no and if so, what he has to 
do. The cost of such a meeting? 
Totally free! 

Some of these ‘experts’ on 
regular bases publish very so- 
phisticated articles about licens- 
ing. I must confess that most of 
the time I don’t understand what 
the articles purport to ‘uncover’ 
or to ‘clarify’ although I have an 
academic background .... of 
course the purpose is to make the 
matter even more complicated so 
that ‘ignorant owners’ call for 
(very expensive) advice. . . . this is 
what is known as “the squaring 
of the circle”, isn’t it ? 

The combined effect of all this 
is that a lot of tourist operators 
(and bed providers of all kinds) 
have now become very anxious, 
scared and frustrated. And the re- 
sult has been dramatic, and many 
of them (hundreds) have already 
put their property on the market 
for sale. Unfortunately this is the 
worst time possible, as the real 
estate sector is in great crisis to- 
day, due to the uncontrolled con- 
struction of thousands and thou- 
sands of new villas, apartments 
and townhouses for sale. Portu- 
gal in general, and the Algarve 
specifically, are definitely head- 
ing for a severe crisis in the com- 
ing months and years as the so- 
called snowball effect hits em- 
ployment, the restaurant busi- 
ness, the whole retail business, 
the transport sector, leisure busi- 
nesses, and finally even ... the tax 
office!

Mourinho says goodbye 

Jose Mourinho has once again shocked the worid of 
footbaii by handing in his resignation after Cheisea’s 
surprise home draw against Norwegian side Rosenborg 
in the Champions League on Tuesday evening. However, 
some reports have suggested that Mourinho, whose ciub 
iies fourth in the Premier League, couid have been sacked, 


Chelsea Football Club and 
Jose Mourinho have agreed to 
part company by mutual con- 
sent, read an official statement 
published on the club’s website 
in the early hours of Thursday 
morning after a meeting between 
the manager and club owner Ro- 
man Abramovich. The an- 
nouncement follows BBC re- 
ports that Mourinho texted five 
senior players telling them he was 
leaving the club. The relationship 
between the Portuguese manager 
and club owner Roman 
Abramovich has been strained for 
several months, with 
Abramovich apparently wanting 
a more spectacular style of foot- 
ball and Mourinho angered at 
having players foisted upon him. 

Mourinho, who won the 
UEFA Cup and Champions 
League with EC Porto, has been 
unable to repeat these achieve- 


ments with Chelsea, though he 
did give fans at Stamford Bridge 
their first English league title in 
50 years during his first season 
at the club. 

The man who calls himself the 
special one has made no secret 
about his intention to train the 
Portuguese national team in the 
future. With Portugal’s recent 
run of poor results (three con- 
secutive draws against Armenia, 
Poland and Serbia) aggravated by 
Luiz F elipe Scolari ’ s assault of an 
opposing player, some observ- 
ers are predicting Jose Mourinho 
could have his wishes realised 
sooner than expected. 

Chelsea, whose Portuguese 
supporters grew rapidly when 
Mourinho took over at the club, 
play defending champions Man- 
chester United this weekend, 
whose Portuguese contingent is 
now the biggest in the Premiership.

□ 2007 is an important year for the Dutch. All over Holland they are 

celebrating the 400* Anniversary of the birth of Admiral Michiel de

There are two different types 
of aging. Intrinsic aging is the 
natural process of physical 
change over time, it is more about 
genetics then your lifestyle. This 
process begins in your mid 20s 
but will not begin to show on 
your skin until decades later. 

It is premature aging (extrinsic 
aging) that you can control. Pre- 
mature aging refers to the unnatu- 
ral acceleration of the natural ag- 
ing process it is induced by day- 
light exposure and lifestyle 
choices such as smoking, diet and 
stress. 

The sun 

The sun is responsible for a 
litany of skin issues, and more 
importantly skin cancer. Scien- 
tific studies have shown that re- 
peated ultraviolet exposure 
breaks down collagen, impairs 
the skin’s ability to repair itself, 
and attacks our elastin. In fact, 
90% ofpremature aging is caused 
by ultraviolet rays from the sun. 
The damage caused by these dam- 
aging rays can be seen through 
deep wrinkles, age spots (hyper 
pigmentation), spider veins, a 
rough, blotchy complexion and 
the dreaded ‘leathery’ look! 

Everyone seems to be aware of 
the dangers of lying out in the sun 
and most will use sun protection 
but it’s the daily exposure to 
these UV rays that we should be 
equally aware of as cumulative 
damage will also cause extensive 
damage. Fifteen minute walks 
outside and occasional lunches 
outdoors can add up to weakened 
collagen and elastin, and of 
course, skin cancer. It’s impor- 
tant to remember that even if you 
don’t see pink or red skin after 
being in the sun, that doesn’tmean 
thatthe damage hasn’tbeen done. 


Lack of sleep / stress 

Skin is the first place to be ef- 
fected by lack of sleep - the im- 
mediate effects of exhaustion are 
represented through dark circles 
under the eyes and sagging skin. 

Stress is inevitable - just like 
aging! But it also contributes to 
premature aging. Often when we 
are stressed we furrow our brow, 
place our hands on our faces and 
pull it in every which way and 
direction and twist our faces 
around, performing repetitive 
movements that impart perma- 
nent damage. 

Exposure to the elements 

Cold winds and low tempera- 
tures can dry out skin, depriving 
it ofbalanced levels of sebum (oil) 
that keeps skin lubricated. With- 
out these oils, skin becomes dry, 
and is more prone to premature 
aging because of the lack of pro- 
tective oils. This goes for forced 
air heating as well such as air con- 
ditioning. Warm and dry air acts 
like a giant sponge, soaking up 
moisture from everything it 
touches, including your skin. 
Lack of exercise / poor diet 

Lack of exercise can contribute 
to prematurely aging skin, as ex- 
ercise keeps muscles toned and 
stimulates blood flow. A poor 
diet leads to a lack of nutrition for 




the cells andpossible exposure to 
chemicals and preservatives. 
Fried and burnt food can also 
cause oxidation (free radicals 
from vitamins help counteract 
oxidation), leading to weaker cell 
structure. 

Smoking 

Smokers are more likely than 
non-smokers to develop wrin- 
kled, leathery skin, as well as a

yellowish hue in their complex- 
ions. And even if you are not a 
smoker, being around a smoker 
can still cause damage to your 
skin.

That the Quinta do Lago resort in the Algarve is an 
irresistible place to relax. So irresistible in fact, the locals claim 
these celebs have all bought properties here over the years. 
Indeed, Sir Cliff Richard is so taken with this part of Portugal, he’s 
even established a vineyard Quinta do Moinho, just up the road at 
Guia, where you can sample his wine!

In reality Quinta do Lago is 
actually a vast area of many dif- 
ferent resorts and is well known 
as a haven for golf lovers. But it’ s 
also a surprisingly attractive spot 
for families, as I discovered when 
I took my toddler to the Monte 
da Quinta Club ‘village’ at the 
southern end of Quinta do Lago, 
about a kilometre from the sea. 

There are around 170 
townhouses and villas in the club, 
each with its own pool. Each 
property is privately owned - 
mainly by British or Irish inves- 
tors - who then let their houses 
to tourists at certain times of the 
year. Withamaidcomingin every 
day to tidy our villa, make the 
beds, activate the dishwasher and 
change the towels, it didn’t take 
us long to realise we had all the 
benefits of staying in a hotel, but 
with the independence and pri- 
vacy of self-catering thrown in. 
At least in theory . . . 

Monte da Quinta’s seem to 
encourage eating at either the 
nearby trattoria or at the club- 
house, the hub of activity for the 
Monte da Quinta village. And 
we fell for it. 

Not only is the clubhouse 
home to the large communal in- 
door and outdoor pools and 
health club, it also houses Kids 
W orld. Children from three to 1 2 
years old can be dropped off here 
for half-day or full-day sessions 
(€20/€35) and can then throw 
themselves into treasure hunts, 
plaster painting, puppetry or 
even go on trips to the local zoo. 
Kids World will also arrange 
babysitting for € 1 5 an hour. 

After a few days, we grown- 
ups felt the need to break out of 
this exclusive luxury bubble to 
see the outside world, and de- 
cided to ‘escape’ courtesy of 
somehiredbicycles(€34 for two 
bikes with child seats for a day). 
Not that we went far - just down 
to the beach and up to the super- 
market, but we felt intrepid. 

Quinta do Lago is separated 
from the Atlantic by the beauti- 
ful Rio Formosa nature reserve, 
which is home to many migra- 
tory birds. A long wooden foot- 
bridge crosses the estuary and 
links the car park, where we left 
our bikes, to the dune-backed 
beach. Sand and surf stretch as far 
as the eye can see, the view only 
broken by the sight of 
windsurfers making the most of 
the frequent strong breezes. 

It’ s a good idea to bring a pic- 
nic, although fish fans can spoil 
themselves at Gigi’s, one of the 
very few restaurants along the 
beach and one of the most famous 
in the Algarve. There ’ s no menu

as such, just a list of the catch, 
which is charged by the kilo. We 
went for grilled squid for two in a 
delicious garlic sauce at€27.In 
fact this is one of the few places 
around here where you might 
bump into some actual Portuguese 
locals. That’s how good it is. 

After a busy day building 
sandcastles and jumping in and 
out of the waves, I booked into 
Monte da Quinta’s Clinica Per- 
sona spa for an aromatherapy 
massage (€55). But it was still 
pretty soothing - after about 45 
minutes she had to wake me. 

In fact I only began to feel a bit 
stressed again when it was time 
to pack for the half-hour taxi ride 
to F aro airport to catch the flight 
home . It was then I realised we ’ d 
done something unusual on the 


Algarve - our holiday had fea- 
tured sand, sea, and plenty of 
walking in the sunshine, but we ’ d 
not been anywhere near a fair- 
way. Clearly this place can do 
family breaks to a tee too!

New researeh has just diseov- 
ered that women spend a stagger- 
ing two years - or 770 days - of 


their lives suffering from pre- 
menstrual syndrome (PMS). 

More than two thirds of Brit- 
ish women admit that waiting for 
their period makes them irritable 
and aggressive, with 42% even 
eonfessing to starting a fight or 
argument, and nearly a tenth feel- 
ing that anti-depressants are the 
only long-term solution, accord- 


ing to a new survey by Magne- 
sium-OK. 

Rather predietably, PMS suf- 
ferers don’ t fare partieularly well 
in the workplaee either, with over 
half those surveyed revealing 
how they find it inereasingly dif- 
fieult to eope with job stress 
around the time of their period, 
and one in three women admit- 


ting that they’ve burst into tears 
in the office. 

“PMS Awareness Week aims 
to highlight the laek of under- 
standing among some GPs, and 
particularly focus on the faet that 
many women with menstrual re- 
lated depression are diagnosed as 
having mental health problems 
and preseribed anti-depressants 
with no real aceount taken of the 
menstrual trigger for their symp- 
toms,” explains Chris Ryan, chief 
exeeutive of NAPS (National 
Assoeiation for Premenstrual 
Syndrome). 

“In faet, three times more 
women in the UK are diagnosed 
with mental health problems than 
men, and it is argued that a signifi- 
eant proportion of that figure is 
due to the presentation of severe 
PMS symptoms. 

“At a elinieal level I feel that 
we really need to look at PMS 
mueh more elosely in order to 
enable GPs to beeome better ad- 
vised about how best to deal with 
the syndrome,” he adds. 

The campaign goes on, but 
there’ s already plenty you ean do 
to get your PMS in control. 

Treating Pms 
For The Record 

“The first port of eall is to plot 
your menstrual cycle for about 
three consecutive months every 
few years and then look elosely 
at the related symptoms,” Ryan 
advises. 

“Evidence shows that at the 
onset of ovulation, the changes 
that happen within a woman’s 
body have a profound effect on 
their general health, ineluding 
migraines, bloating, acne, chronic 
fatigue and aggression. 

“Women often come to us in 
their late 30s only to suddenly

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realise that the health problems 
which they had since their teens 
have always been down to PMS, 
and they could have had a much 
better quality of life if only they 
had known before,” he contin- 
ues. 

Food Therapy 

Serotonin levels drop like a 
stone during ovulation and the 
brain needs to replenish it 
quickly, according to Ryan. 

“Because of this, many women 
turn to chocolate and alcohol, 
which are very high in sugar, to 
convert to glucose, but only of- 
fer an immediate fix which 
doesn’t last for long,” he says. 

“Alternatively, try to eat 
slow-release carbohydrates, 
such as pasta or rice, every three 
hours or so during the day when 
you are ovulating.” 

Shed The Stress 

“Even though it’ s probably the 
last thing you feel like doing when 
you are suffering from PMS, if s 
a great idea to make a concerted 
effort to reduce your stress lev- 
els through regular exercise, be- 
cause stress itself can exacerbate 
PMS,” says Ryan. 

“It doesn’t matter whether 
you go for a swim or practice 
yoga, do whatever works for you. 

“Complimentary and alterna- 
tive therapies such as acupunc- 
ture or massage are also impor- 
tant, as is taking a good quality 
vitamin B6 supplement, and 
making the effort to talk to your 
partner about your PMS and 
helping them to understand what 
is going on. 

“So many relationship’s 
flounder due to PMS, especially 
when they are in their early 
phases, and it’s such a waste of 
time,” he warns.

The nitty gritty 


Children can have many problems now they are back at school - few 
more unpleasant than head lice. As the number of people with nits 
has been rising for the last 30 years, we look at some of the myths 
and ask experts the best ways to get rid of them.

The way young children hud- 
dle together and touch heads 
enables lice to spread easily, as 
the tiny creatures' only way of 
moving from head to head is by 
crawling from one hair shaft to 
another - they can't fly or jump. 

Feeding on blood from the 
scalp, the lice will then breed 
rapidly on a new head, reaching 
infestation proportions in just a 
few days if not treated early. 

To limit head lice outbreaks, 
make monitoring for bugs a part 
of family life. But many parents 
don't know what they're looking 
for, or how to best treat it. 

Christine Brown, a nurse con- 
sultant at The Medical Entomol- 
ogy Centre (MEC), says: "Peo- 
ple don't think about it until it 
happens to them or a member of 
their family. If parents are 
checking regularly, they can stop 
infestations before they get a 
hold." 

She says live head lice, which 
are about the size of a sesame 
seed and range from tan to grey- 
ish-white in colour, aren't easy 
to see because they move very 
fast. 

They stick eggs with a strong 
glue to hair very close to the 


you have them - it's often just 
an allergic reaction to the anti- 
coagulant the lice pump into 
you, and many people don't re- 
act to it. 

If you see live head lice, they 
need treating immediately, and 
there are various shampoos and 
lotions available in pharmacies, 
most of which need re-applying 
after seven days. 

However, lice have become 
resistant to the chemicals used 
in some treatments - in fact, it's 
been estimated that 80% of the 
bugs are immune to over-the- 
counter lotions. 

Brown suggests looking at 
treatment options on the website 
(www.onceaweektakeapeek.com) 
stressing: "I can't really say what 
the best way to treat them is - 
it's good that there are options, 
so you can choose the best one 
yourself. 

"Treatments that are left on 
overnight have a better chance 
of working," she adds. "People 
shouldn't feel embarrassed if 
they or their family get head lice. 
It's as easy as catching a cold and 
it's no big deal - but get used to 
checking for them regularly."

“A healthy lunchbox should 
contain a source of protein like 
chicken or tuna to keep your child 
alert, complex carbohydrates like 
a pasta salad or sandwich made 
with wholegrain bread for en- 
ergy, calcium like cheese or yo- 
ghurt for healthy bones and teeth, 
two portions of fruit and vegeta- 
bles for vitamins and minerals, 
and a little fat for staying power. 
It's okay to include a treat like a 
cereal or chocolate bar, or better 
still try some home-made cook- 
ies or muffins. 

"Sandwiches don't need to be 
ham or cheese slapped between 
two slices of soggy white bread. 
Try giving pitta pockets with 
fillings like tuna, chopped egg, 
sweetcom and mayonnaise. My 
children love griddled chicken. 


shredded let- 
tuce, tomato and 
salad cream or 
prawn and shred- 
ded lettuce and a 
cocktail sauce. 

"Lunches can 
be prepared the 
night before to 
save time the 
next morning. You can prepare 
pasta salads, sandwich fillings, 
or include something from last 
night's dinner like soup in a flask 
or chicken skewers. 

"Avoid too many processed 
foods, and instead of crisps or 
chocolate biscuits try offering 
popcorn, yoghurt-covered rai- 
sins, dried apricots etc. 

"However healthy food is, it 
won't get eaten unless it's tasty 
and appealing to your child. 
Whole fruit tends to be returned 
to sender, but bite-sized fruit 
threaded onto a straw has much 
more appeal."

Only once the PDM’s are is- 
suedby eachmunicipahty wrU the 
situation be clear. Our advice to 
anyone consideringpurchasing a 
plot or project at this time is to 
seek legal advice as to the possi- 
ble impact PROTAL will have.

It’s time to plant some bulbs 
to look forward to in spring. 
Whether it’s drifts of 
daffodils, heady hyacinths 
or tantalising tulips, you can 
pep up your patio or give 
your borders a boost with 
these easy-to-grow bulbs. 

Think carefully about the ef- 
feet you want to ereate and how 
you are going to achieve it be- 
fore buying and planting, 
though. Flower bulbs with dif- 
ferent flowers and foliage can 
create very different looks. 

“You ean aeeentuate the eol- 
our of a gold-variegated ever- 
green by adding yellow daffo- 
dils or tulips,” says award-win- 
ning garden designer Andrew 
Meindoe, author of Unwins 


Book Of Bulbs, published by 
Westland, prieed £9.99/€l 5.00. 
Try eontrasting deep plum tulips 


against a yellow-foliage shrub, 
or blend them with one that has 
wine-red leaves. Pink tulips are 
wonderful with silver-blue foliage, 
as are purple and blue croeus.” 
Good eontrasts include Tulipa 
‘Black Parrot’ yellow foliage, 
while the purple balls of Allium 
‘Globemaster’ sit well with the 
feathery foliage of fennel. 


Drifts of bulbs are often more 
effective, as few look good 
planted individually unless they 
are big, sueh as large alliums, 
lilies and crown imperials. 
Meindoe advises: “In large beds 
andborders, repeat groups of the 
same variety through the plant- 
ing. This amplifies the effeet and 
gives eontinuity.” Unless you

From plot to plate 


Pak Choi 

This is a great oriental 
brassiea whieh is perfeet stir 
fried with oyster sauee as an 
aeeompaniment to Chinese 
dishes, or raw in salads to add 
eolour and eruneh. Sow it now 
at 20-25C (68-77F) in module 
trays and then transplant the 
seedlings when they are big 
enough to be handled. 

Pak ehoi likes deep, fertile, 
moisture-retentive soil with 
plenty of added organie mat- 
ter, in a sunny site. Roots are 
shallow and should be watered 
little and often, so the soil is 
never allowed to dry out. 

It takes around 1 0 weeks to 
mature. Leaves should be 
pieked as needed, when the 
plump heads have formed. If 
you piek a lot, the stumps will 
re sprout, providing several 
piekings over two to six 
weeks.

have a really formal planting 
seheme, avoid planting bulbs in 
straight lines, whieh looks eon- 
trived. 

Personally, I prefer flurries of 
bulbs of the same eolour, 
whether in a border or in pots. I 
love small terraeotta pots filled 
with blue museari (grape hya- 
einths). Meindoe says that blue 
ean prove a useful link between 
other eolours in the border and 
that adding blue ean make other 
eolours work together. 

In roekeries and small bor- 
ders, dwarf varieties are ideal, 
sueh as Nareissus ‘February 
Gold’ and ‘Hawera’, but avoid 
mixed daffodils as they flower 
at different times and the eolour 
mix isn’t always eomplemen- 
tary. 

Tall Darwin and lily-flower- 
ing tulips are perfeet for plant- 
ing with herbaeeous perennials, 
as their blooms rise above the 
emerging foliage. Many bulbs 
thrive in shade or semi shade, in 
woodlands under trees, where 
many other plants would fail, so 
make the most of them. 

Remember, too, that bulbs 
sueh as tulips and daffodils (Nar- 


eissi) planted direetly in a bor- 
der ean beeome a nuisanee after 
flowering, as their faded foliage 
is unsightly and you might for- 
get where you planted them 
when eultivating the ground in 
the dormant season. 

If you’re worried about this 
you may be better off planting 
them in terraeotta or dark ee- 
ramie pots and plaeing them un- 
obtrusively in your border dur- 
ing the flowering season. That 
way, they ean be removed im- 
mediately afterwards and the 
bulbs put somewhere dark and 
dry until the autumn, when they 
ean be replanted. You ean then 
fill your pots with annuals for 
some summer eolour. 

Spring bulbs ean be planted 
straight into outdoor eontainers 
and left on the patio until spring, 
although I tend to put them 
somewhere where they won’t 
suffer too mueh damp over the 
winter and stiek them on pot feet 
so the bulbs don ’trot. By spring, 
you should have a burst of eol- 
our, whieh ean eontinue into 
early summer if you ehoose your 
bulbs wisely.

What's in store 

Below are three members of a family that give a bright look 
to summer and autumn gardens. 

Cassia didimobotrya that is now referred to as Senna 
didymobotrya in the modem Royal Hortieultural referenee 
books, is a delightful shmb that grows to a height of up to 2.5 
metres with a spread of 1.5 metres. Its long leaves are eom- 
posed of several small leaflets that give it a very dainty appear- 
anee. Flowers are a delightful golden yellow up to 3 eentime- 
tres aeross. A native of the tropieal regions of Afriea it does 
need to be grown in full sun in a good soil mixture that is kept 
moist throughout the aetive growing summer period with liq- 
uid fertiliser given monthly during this time. It does need to be 
given adequate proteetion if the temperature is likely to drop 
below 10°C. 

Cassia floribunda sometimes referred to as Cassia 
corymbosa variety plurijuga is another plant that is within the 
Sennas as S. x floribunda. This shmb has mueh smaller dainty 
leaves eomposed of smaller leaflets. Like the previous plant it 
grows to roughly the same height and spread and flowers dur- 
ing the summer and autumn months with attraetive sprays of 
up to 20 bright yellow flowers, these blooms slightly smaller 
than those on the previous plant. This is a plant that has been 
produeed under garden eonditions but it does need similar grow- 
ing eonditions to S. didymobotrya above. 

Another very rewarding plant is Senna corymbosa. often 
referred to as Cassia corymbosa is another delightful shmb. It 
grows slightly taller and with a greater spread than the two pre- 
vious ones and has similar eoloured flowers. A native of Ar- 
gentina it needs similar growing eonditions to the previous two 
and must be proteeted if the temperature is likely to drop below

There is a good seleetion of 
starters, ineluding fresh regional 
olives, goaf s eheese, oranehovy 
rolls, but the dessert menu is ex- 
quisitely simple, and features 
homemade artesian Italian iee- 
eream, made by an Italian eou- 
ple who live in Alj ezur and own 
a boutique-faetory dedieated to 
the speeialist produet, to be 
eomplemented with eream or 
amaretto. Olimpia often makes 


her own desserts, like tiramisu, 
Pannaeotta with fresh straw- 
berry sauee, or apple pie, if eake 
is more your thing. 

Now in Portugal for just over 
two years, Olimpia and 
Alessandro opened O Berial last 
year. For them it was a dream 
eome true, as owning their own 
restaurant had been a goal for 
many years. Before ereating O 
Beiral, the eouple had worked in 
the Monte Rosa resort, Olimpia 
as a ehef, and Alessandro in gen- 


eral maintenanee and restaurant. 
Prior to this the eouple had run 
their own sueeessful speeialist 
bread bakery in Sieily, southern 
Italy, for some ten years, and 
before this Olimpia had worked 
as a ehef.

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Rats are mammals which be- 
long to the rodent family, the word 
‘rodent’ is derived from the latin 
word ‘rodere’ which means ‘to 
gnaw’.

Prefer- 
ably the temperature should not 
fall below 7°C and not rise 
above 24°C. They need to be 
housed inside, preferably in the 
home - they love watching 
comings and goings and inter- 
actions, so would love it in a 
busy part of the house. Their 
home should be quite big; pref- 
erable the smallest should be 
60cm long x 30cm wide. Ven- 
tilation is very important as any 
decomposing urine or drop- 
pings will give off ammonia, 
which can irritate the rats res- 
piratory system. Wire cages 
are the best forms of housing 
as it provides by far the best 
ventilation. Rats are intelligent 
creatures and need lots of 
stimulation if confined to their 
cage, this can be done very 
cheaply with a little imagina- 
tion and some rope and 
branches. Make sure that you 
provide a nice, cosy box for it 
to goto sleep in. 

The cage needs to be lined with 
some form of litter. This soaks up 
the urine and can provide nice 
bedding material for the rat. The 
most commonly used is wood 
shavings - larger shavings are 
better than sawdust as the saw- 
dust can irritate the rats respira- 
tory system. Although the cat lit- 
ters made of pellets of recycled 
paper are very good but do not 
use the standard types because 
the clay and the dust can be irri-

tants. Shredded paper or paper 
towels can be used as bedding. 
Make sure that they contain low 
levels of ink - i.e. non glossy 
magazines etc. The bedding will 
need to be changed every few days 
but rats can become insecure 
when “their” smell is removed so 
leaving a few bits of smelly bed- 
ding in with the new bedding can 
help to reassure the rats or else 
they may start urinating more ! 

If you are going to let your rat 
roam free around the house on 
occasions then certain precau- 
tions will need to be taken. Rats 
like to gnaw at things so make sure 
that you protect any stray wires 
with hosepipe or equivalent. 
They will like to climb and scurry 
around andcanbe prone to knock- 
ing things over, so make sure that 
anything that can break is safely 
stowed away. Some houseplants 
are poisonous to rats so please 
remove them, as rats like to climb 
and chew them. When you let 
your rat out make sure that doors 
and windows are closed and that 
any small holes or cracks are 
blocked up. 

Rats are omnivores like peo- 
ple, and do best eating a fresh diet 
of wholegrains, vegetables with 
some animal proteins, (possibly 
by providing a few dog biscuits ! ) 
There are prepacked foods avail- 
able. Ifyou use prepacked foods 
give a little at a time and make sure 
that all is eaten (except for the 
empty grain husks, and the pel- 
lets, these pellets are made of al- 
falfa, and they mainly add bulk 
to the diet), before giving more. 
Rats can be picky and this will 
result in an unbalanced diet. 

There are numerous web sites 
which offer recipes for a bal- 


anced, home-made rat food. Fa- 
vourite foods for treats are veg- 
etables, fruit, cooked liver, kid- 
ney, or other low-fat meat, 
cooked bones, cooked pulses, 
live yoghurt, sunflower seeds, 
wholemeal pasta and bread and 
brown rice. Water should be 
available at all times and changed 
daily. The best dispenser is a 


bottle with a ball valve, drip sys- 
tem, this keeps the water clean 
and stops bits of food accumu- 
lating in the water. Although 
rats do like drinking and wash- 
ing from a bowl of water.

BOOK REVIEW 


Shakespeare’s Wife 

By Germaine Greer, is pub- 
lished in hardbackby Bloomsbury. 

Almost 400 years after his 
death, Shakespeare ’ s reputation as 
England’s greatest playwright is 
almost unassailable and he is 
widely lauded as the “Man of the 
Millennium”. Y et while a cottage 
industry quickly grew up around 
his life and work, so little is known 
about his wife that she has become, 
in Greer’s phrase, the “silent 
woman of Stratford”. 

In this contentious and highly- 
readable biography, Greer argues 


that this “wife-shaped void” has 
been filled by later (mostly male) 
“bardolators” with their own 
speculations - “most of which do 
neither them nor their hero any 
credh”. That Ann Hathaway was 
older than Shakespeare and preg- 
nant when they married has 
prompted much conjecture that 
she was a scheming woman who 
trapped an innocent young man. 
Further evidence ofher failure as a 
wife is read into their long periods 
ofseparationandheromissionfrom 
his will. In much the way that Jean 
Rhys’s Wide Sargasso Seaseeksto 
rehabilitate the character, albeit fic- 


tional, of the first Mrs Rochester, 
so Shakespeare’s Wife seeks to 
reverse the “endless traducing” of 
An n with a more sympathetic and 
balanced portrait. W ith her usual 
verve andinsightflilness, Greer ar- 
gues persuasively that many of the 
assumptions of the “Shakespeare 
wallahs” are prejudiced and ill-in- 
formed, while suggesting alterna- 
tive, more positive interpretations. 

Greer acknowledges that her 
controversial hypotheses - for ex- 
ample that Ann was a strong, inde- 
pendent and perhaps even literate 
woman, who may even have had a 
hand in publishing her husband’ s 


work - invite “guffaws” in aca- 
demic commonrooms. 

She also concedes they are 
“probably neither truer nor less 
tme than the accepted prejudice” - 
and indeedmany ofher arguments 
could be regarded as guilty of the 
very bias she deplores elsewhere. 

But this meticulously re- 
searched account, which combines 
literary historical sleuthing with 
documentary evidence and in- 
formative social history, goes a 
long way to filling that gaping hole 
in Shakespeare scholarship - The 
Wife’s Tale.

first day of the demolition, I 
found several pietures and a 
plaque had fallen off the shelves 
in our hallway.

The figurines of two 
ladies with hands folded and 
heads bowed in prayer were given 
to me by a dear friend. Like the 
two eeramie women faeing eaeh 
other and eonstantly in a posture 
of prayer, Jan and I had promised 
to pray faithfully for eaeh other 
even though we live thousands of 
miles apart.

John ehapter 1 0 
uses another “farming” analogy 
to deseribe the Father's love for 


His ehildren.. He is my shep- 
herd; I belong to Him. No one 
ean take me out of my Father's 
hands.

Vanessa Fernandes continues to be behind one of the most dominating seasons in ITU history whiie 
cementing herseif as the Oiympic favourite with a convincing win at today’s Beijing BG Triathion Worid 
Cup, the officiai test event for next summer’s Oiympic Games. Aussie Emma Snowsiii finished second 
but was more than a fuii minute behind whiie Laura Bennett came third, an exact repiica of the podium at 
the Hamburg BG Triathion Worid Championships two weeks ago. 


VanessaFemandes,the world 
number one, turned 22 years old 
yesterday and celebrated it with 
her third consecutive Beijing 
world cup title. It was her fifth 
world cup win of 2007, adding to 
her world championship, Euro- 
pean championship andduathlon 
world crown. 

Nervous energy was evident 
from the start of the non- wetsuit 
swim as half the women dove 


into the water before the start- 
ers horn. The athletes swam 
hard for about a hundred metres 
before officials stopped them 
and directed them back to the 
pontoon. 

When they finally did get off 
to a clean start, it was the Ameri- 
can women who surged to the 
lead. Snowsiii and Fernandes 
were not far behind as the leaders 
headed out onto the 40-kilome- 


tre bike course. 

Early in the bike, Snowsiii and 
Fernandes pushed to the front of 
the lead pack, clearly not afraid 
to put in the work to break away. 
As they came off their bikes, 
Ricarda Lisk of Germany and 
Bennett were first out of transi- 
tion but within seconds, they 
watched Fernandes explode past 
them to steal the lead. Bennett 
tried to stay with her early but 


after the first lap but the world 
number one broke away and 
manufactured a 15-second lead. 
By the second lap, Fernandes 
opened up a 42-second gap and 
it was unlikely any woman was 
going to catch her. 

The Portuguese sensation 
leaves Beij ing with her 1 8* career 
world cup win, now just one shy 
of tying Emma Carney’ s all-time 
record.

At least Portugal scored 

D Portugal would have undoubtedly taken the 13 points they scored against New Zealand had they been 
given the choice before the match. While conceding 16 tries, and 108 points in the process, does not 
make for the best reading, Portugal once more did themselves and their nation proud against the 
world’s top-ranked team. 


Despite losing the first three 
matches at their first-ever World 
Cup, Portugal has been treated 
with fondness, and perhaps some 
sympathy at their debut tourna- 
ment. 

But the All Blacks, tipped as 
favourites, were not in a charita- 
ble mood, and probably had set 
out to score 100-plus points be- 
fore kick-off 

An illustration of Portugal’s 
enthusiasm despite this drubbing, 
is coach T omaz Morais, who was 
the proudest man in Lyon after the 
defeat againstNew Zealand. 

“It is an excellent day for 
rugby in Portugal and rugby 
across the world. 

“Rugby has to evolve and only 
by playing the best can teams like 
Portugal do that. 1 don’t think it 
was a disappointing game, it was 
a good spectacle and there was a 
great atmosphere in the stadium. 

“They have beaten good teams 
by 70 or 80 points, but we scored 
a try and played very well. All 


the players that came back today 
came as survivors, we couldn’t 
resist their physicality but we 
played rugby from the first to 
last.” 

Similarly, New Zealand coach 
Graham Henry felt Portugal did 


themselves proud. 

“1 think it was a really good 
occasion. The crowd really en- 
joyed the rugby, we’re pleased 
with our guys. 

“We started a little slower than 
last week and that was credit to 


the Portuguese but we got into a 
rhythm. 

“1 think it was a pretty good 
game all round and I hope the Por- 
tuguese are pleased. They 
seemed to be happy after the 
game.”
